After Nine Rounds Fought in 55 Minutes 
Clarke is Declared the Winner, 


Wheelove’s Grove, a pleasure resort of the 
First Ward, is known by reputation to nearly 
every newspaper reader within 100 miles 
of East St. Louis. Robberies, rapes and sui- 
cides without number and a few cold-blooded 
and heartless murders have  add- 
ed to its fame and caused 
a chili of dread to pass down the spinal col- 
umn of the law-abiding citizens when com- 
pelled to pasa that way, even in broad day- 
light. Such isthe reputation of the place 
where over 200 men assembied yesterday to 
witness a fistic encounter petween Edward 
Clarke, of St. Louis, and Dick 
Garrity, late of Richmond, but at 
present residing in the peaceful burg of East 


St. Louis. Both men are employed at the 
Little Rolling Mill, and are splendid speci- 
mens of fully developed manhood. Prize- 
fighters and their respective abilities have 
furnished the sole topic of conversation at 
the mill for more than a month, 
and it soon became evident that 
Clarke and Garrity were not reluc- 
tantto a personal eacounter. Both were 
spectators at the late mill at Pittsburg, and 
Clarke, it seems, made disparaging remarks 
about the ability of the winner, who hap- 
pened to be a personal acquaintance of Gar- 
rity’s. Sincethattime a collision between 
the two was momentarily expected, and 
friends of each party commenced 
preparing for the bout. Last Friday 
morning Clark received a letter from Garrit 
offering to fight according to establishe 
prize-ring rules, for any reasonable amount 
of money, time and place to be selected by 


Clarke. 
THE CHALLENGE 

was immediately accepted, andthe stakes 
placed at $25 aside, money to be forfeited in 
case either failed to appear at the 
vrounds selected. Wheelove’s Grove was 
the only available place near Kast St. Louis 
and was accordingiv chosen. The hattle was 
to take piace yesterday morning, but owing to 
the unavoidable absence of one of the seconds 
was postponedtill noon. Crowds of local 
sports commenced arriving shortly after 
twelve o’clock, aud at one a large delegation 
from St. Louis wended their way over 
the bridve in the direction of the battle-fieid. 
Clarke and Garrity arrived at the same time 
—ten minutes after one—and were immedi- 
ately surrounded by their friends and back- 
ers. A rope wus stretched around seven trees 
jn the center of the grove and served asa 
ringe Clarke was first to enter the 
ring and in a few minutes was 
foliowed by Garrity. Neither wore 
colors of any description, simply stripping off 
all surplus clothing except an undershirt and 
pantaloons. 

CLARKE 
is about 5 feet 10 inchesin height, 25 ycars 
old, and weighs 146 pounds. Garrity is a very 
muscular young man, perhaps an inch smal- 
ler than his antagonist, only 18 years of age, 
and weighinzg155 pounds. Garrity’s disad- 
vantage in weightand age was more than 
counteracted by his muscular appearance.

This Summer. 


smmansifecitininaiituitin 
Meeting of the Ice Men To-Morrow 
Night—Schedule of Prices to be 
Charged—Rates to be 
Doubled on Account 
of the Mild 
Winter. 


The present warm weather naturally 
causes the fancy to turn to thoughts of ice 
and the prospects of the supply for the com- 
ing summer. The winter has been remark- 
ably mild, and littis or no ice has formed 
within aradius of 500 miles of St. Louis. As 
a consequence the lover of the inspiring julep 
and the invigorating cocktail begins to won- 
der whether or notthe prospective scarcity 
of ice is going to make any difference in ihe 
prices of his favorite beverages during the 
coming season. Manufacturers of ice cream 
and fruit ices are probably discussing the at- 
ternative of raising the price of their produc- 
tions or lowerihg the quality so as tovive 
them the usual margin of profit, and the 
economical housewife will not begin 
to take the crystal congealment from 


the wagons until the water in the hydrant 
gets warm enough to act as an emetic when 
taken in large quantities. The prospects are 
that the price of ice will be increased in some 
cases fully 100 per cent and will be scarce at 
that. 
A PoSsT-DISPATCH reporter to-day called 
upon 
Cc. D. COMFORT, 
the most extensive retail dealer in the city, 
who, in response to a question upon the sub- 
ject, answered promptly: 
‘Yes, there will be a very considerable aa- 
vance in the price of ice, as none has been cut 
in this vicinity and the retailers will have to 
depend upon the wholesalers for their sup- 
plies.”? 
‘‘What will be the probable price?’ 
“Last year the price to families was halfa 
centa pound, and this year it will be one 
cent. Tolarge consumers last year it was 25 
or 30 cents a hundred and this vyearit wi!l be 
from 60 to 75 cents. You see this 
scarcity of ice occurs every other 
year, asaruie. Two vears go the prices 
were about the same as they will be this year, 
because the winter was an open one. The 
public, however, does not suffer very much 
by it, because what they save on their coal 
bilis during a mild winter goes into ice the 
following summer, and thus the matter is 
equalized. If aman has to spend just so 
much monev for coal and ice, it matters very 
little to him Whether the ice men or the coal 
men get the largest share of it. As it goes 
now, the ccal men get .the benelit one season 
and the ice men the other.”? 
The reporter next called upon 

MR. HUSK, 
of the firm of Huse, Loomis & Ce., who con- 
fine their attention exciusively tothe whole- 
sale trade in ice. 
“What is the prospect regarding the price 
of ice for the coming season?’ was the first 
question asked. 
“It will probably, or I might say undoubt- 
edly, be increfssed fully 100 per cent.” 
‘‘How muchice is there stored here, the 
overpius of last winter?’’ 
‘‘Notany. The prices were so low last 
winter that the stock was almost if not en- 
tirely used up. 1 have never known the 
prices so low as they were last winter.” 
‘*Has there been no ice cutin this vicinity?” 
“Very little, and that was not what we cal! 
marketable ice. <A little was cut by the 
butchers in the ponds, but it was not more 
than an inch or two thick, and was so crushed 
and broken that it was not marketable. None

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Officer Hogan’s Struggie With Jobn 
Gray Last Night. 

While making an arrest at the corner of 
Thirteenth and -Mariket streets last night, 
Office Hogan was assaulted and beaten by a 
half-drunken hoodium named John Gray, 
who was arrested a few minutes later bv 
Officer Hagan and Worthington Golding* 
the police janitor, who happened in the 
vicinity at the time. Gray was employed at 
N.S. Clement’s livery stable, on Fourteenth 
end Market streets, and boarded at the Gar- 
field House, kept by F. Spraul. Last night 
he sat down to the supper tablein an intoxi- 
cated condition, and was asked 
to leave by the proprietor. ‘This 
request resulted in a row during which Gray 
broke Spraul’s watch chain. Officer Hogan 

was attracted by the crowd, and at the re- 

quest of the owner attempted to arrest Gray, 

who gave proinise of resistance. 

Hogan caught the prisoner with 

his right hand, holding his heavy 

night club loosely in his left. Gray resisted, 

and Hogan, according to the statements of 
bystanders, struck him two or three light 
raps on theshoulder. Gray seized the club 
in the struggle, breaking the thong and cut- 

ting the flesh of the officer’s hand. He then

‘Little Girls Who Work in St. Louis 
Factories. 


A Tour Through the Tobacco, Match 
and Other Factories. 


Sad Picture of the Lives of Poor 
Juvenile Workers. 


Over 3,000 Under Ten Years of Age 
Toiling Eleven Hours a Day. 


The Poisened Atmosphere the Children 
Work in for $3 a Week. 


Young ladies who would not wear a $400 
sealskin more than one season may read the 
statements ofthe horrors of child-labor as 
published in the Post-DispatcH, shudder 
over them and then pass them by as colored 
impossibilities. Girls who put in part of the 
week attending a fashionable school,and their 
Saturdays and Sundays in matinees, pleasure 
trips and around of amusemenis, nsver know 
that thousands of children of their own age 
work ten hours for six days of every week 
for a miserable pittance of $2 or $3. Yet itis 
a fact that at least 3,000 children, half of them 
girls, and many of them not more than 8 years 
of age, are working as hard and as long as 
any man to keep themselves alive. 

The tobacco factories, the match, bagging 
and oshain factories, the binderies and small 
book printing establishments. the beer bot- 
tling houses and hundreds of other such 
places are tenanted by a juvenile population, 
who know no higher l!aw than aforeman’s 
will, and no crime which is not punished 
by a deduction from _ their wages 
in a discharge from their position. 


They have no spare time. They never had. 
Almost as soon as they were able to toddle, 
waat, or perhaps improvidence on the part 
of the parents, drove them into the struggle 
for life. ‘They have never been to school, or 
if they have, have long since forgotten the 


little learned there, ey grow up in this 
way, often even thout a trade, 
pone | if they do learn the heavy 


track in which they are plodding and seek 
an easir life ina more questionable way, no- 
body who understands the circumstances will 
be quick to blame them. A PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter made atour of the principal manu- 
facturing establishments where children are 
employed. 
THE FIRST PLACE VISITED 

was the Drummond Tobacco Factory, at the 
corner of Fourth and Poplar streets. The 
ouilding is new, has all the modern improve- 


» ments in the business, and ought to be as 


comfortable a place for emp!oyes as possible. 
andin anything that is tten hereafter 
there is no intention to reflect upon the 
owners or superintendents. The employ- 
ment is disagreeable and unwholesome, and 
“the oaly fact which the article desires to 
icture is the terrible ordealtbe little toilers 
have to go through in their struggie for life. 
r. Randall, the secretary of the company, 
ily gave permission to look through the 
ace, and Mr. Lewis, the foreman, 
took the reporter under his care, and was 
more than kind in showing him over the es- 
tablishment. ‘*On the fourth ftoor,’’ said 
Mr. Lewis, “is the stemming room. That is 
where most of the girls work. Let us go up 
there.”? The fourth floor was soon reached. 
As the door opened the pungent odor of to- 
bacco rushed out strong enough to stifle any- 
body. Inside the place presented a curious 
appearance. Up and down the floor of the 
long room were square spaces, probably four 
feet each way, mr«ed off by boards six inches 
in height. In each one of these 
SAT SEVERAL GIRLS 

ulling tobaceo leaves for dear life. They sat 

eet to feet, with their heads bent on their 
breasts, and the advent of a visitor was not 
sufficient to cause one of themto change her 
position. A few boys, all very young, were 
scattered among the 200 stemmers, but the 
large percentage were girls, and the greater 
number of these latter were not more than 
eight years of age. 

‘The ceiling of the room was low and the 
rafters and bricks were plainly visible, no 
plastering being done. The windows were 
all closea and the atmosphere was depress- 
ingly hot. The tobacco smell was so strong 
as to cause a newcomer to cough, and before 
being many minutes in the room a sensation 
peeing sea-sickness began to develop it- 
self. 

Between the squared enclosures where the 
stemmers worked a narrow isle ran round the 
room, and over this track paced a watchman 
whose eyes were constantly on the girls to 
see that they lost no time.

Out of one nee a well worn wire bustle pro- 
truded, aod as the reporter looked at it, the 
owner, a handsome gir], with large dark 
eves anda mass of black hair, chanced fo 
raise her head and biushed as she also noticed 
the tell-taleexposure. The sight was enough 
to make anybody feel sad. There were eight 
or ten ef the girls old enough to be married 
Some of these worked hard, and appeared to 
appreciate that they had to earn their own 
living. Some few had a slightly hardened ap- 
pearance, and were evidently out of sorts 
with their work and things generrily. But 
the most wretched part of the whole was 
THE LITTLE TOTS OF GIRLS, 

Many ofthem not more than? years old 
In fact, four-fifths of the workers were chil- 
dren who were too young to be anywhere 
but at school; yet here they were working 
tonite in many cases helping to support a 
family. The work,the bent position of the 
body, the heat of the room, but, especially, 
the acrid and intolerable sme}! of the tobacco, 
surrounds them for ten hours of every 


day in the week. A_ noticeable fact 
was that there was not a rosy- 
cheeked child in the whole number. 


How healthful it must be to constantly live 
in this condensed odor, arising from thou- 
sands of pounds of tobacco inall processes of 
manufacture, will be readily understood by 
the delicate ladies who cannot ride in com- 
fort in a street-car if a o-y is smoking on the 
back platform. Even ifthe children are strong 
enough to endure it, the effect must 
be such as to thorough! break 
down before they reach the years of woman- 
hood. They must grow up enfeebled, weak 
women, andthe odds are largely that any 
children they may bring into the world will 
not have the physica] strength to do the 


work their mother did before them. They 
even eat their noonday lunch : 

IN THE HORRID ATMOSPHERE, 
Manv of the smaller girls had bandages 


wrapped around their heads, a woman’s way 
of showing that she has a headache. Noticing 
this the reporter said: 

‘*Does not this horrible smell make them 
sick?’? 

**No, not to amount to anything.” 

“Tt would floor me quickly.” 

“Oh, yes. If you were not accustomed toa 
tobacco factory, and if you were to stay in 
here an hour ortwo, you would probably get 
very sick. You could gointo the air and 
after awhile be all right again. 
Well, it is the same way with the girls. 
Hardly any of them ever become sick more 
than twice. After that they get used to it and 
do not seem to mind it any more than another 
person does fresh air. It is rather warm in 
here for you, is it not?’ 

‘*Yes,’”? was the answer of the reporter, who 
was sweating copiously. 

**We keep the temperature up to about 85 
degrees all the time. Of course in summer it 
gets away above that.’’ 

“What wages can stemmers make?” 

“All the way from WW 530 to $10 a 
week. They are paid by che piece. 
These little children, after some practice, 
make, ssy $3. That girl in the blue dress 
(pointing to one near) makes $8 59 or 99. 
She is yt expert. Ihe one next to her 
averages about $7.”’ 

“But the smailer girls?’’ 

**They run from $3 to 4.” 

“What class of giris are they?’ 

**Most of them arethe daughters of poor 
women who need their assistance. Three 
doilars a week is a great help to such people. 
As faras conductis concerned they are all 
very correct. I wouid not have anybody else. 
I cau tell in a minute what kind of girl a new 
hand is, and I act accordingly. I dv not per- 
mit any but proper characters togbe here.’’ 

“Do they usually stay long at the busi- 
ness ?’’ 

“Some of them do. That Bohemian girl 
over by the wall has been with me since she 
wasachild. She 
BEGAN TO STEM WHEN SHE WAS 

YEARS 


old, and now sheis, I suppose, twenty, at 
least. Her sister was here some time, but 
she got married.”’ 

The reporter looked through other parts of 
the factory and left. A few girls and a 
goodly number of small bovs are employed 
on the upper floors. During his stay he heard 
not across word spoken to the employees, 
norsaw anything done he could censure. 
The only thing which impressed iteelf upon 
him, was the terribly bard times these 
little unfortunates have to earn enough to 
live JAt Liggett & Mvers’ factory,Catlin’s and 
other places the same scenes were repeated. 
There was the same odor, and anumber of 
little girls, similar to those described above, 
in the same relative situation. Small giris 
seem to bein great demand as stemmers, and 
they are now doing nearly ail the work in the 
city. 

From conversation with the various super- 
intendents it was !earned that about 600 chil- 
dren were employed at this business alo ne in 
the city. 

AT HENRY EICHELE’S MATCH FACTORY, 
No. 1503 Columbus street, another cail was 
made. Since the late consolidation this is the 
only large place of the kindinthe city. Out 
of a force of nearly 150 employes over 100 are 
children, mostly small girls. They make the 
boxes, pack the matches, in fact do most 
offthe light work which the machinery leaves. 
The odor which haunts the place is notso 
painful as that of tobacco, but itis more 
insidious. Tne fumes of phosphorus and 
o her combustibies are very n°x'ous,as every- 
body knows. The hours of lavor are from 7 


EIGHT 


a. m. to 6 ° m., with 
a short interval at noon. The employes 
are paid in accordance with the work they do. 


The girls work very diligently, but the usual 
wages made 


ARE NOT, ON AN AVERAGE, MORE THAN $4 PER 
WEEK, 

and in many cases they run away below these 
tigures. Thenthereare occasionally whole 
days for which the hands get nothing. The 
work-rooms are badly ventilated. Such a 
thing is impossible to avoid in a match facto- 
ry. Theatmosphere is largely impregnated 
with poisonous gases. 

The place is, of course, very unhealthy. 
Everybody knows that. But the children 
must work, and if Mr. Eichele or somebody 
else did not give them work they would suffer 
even more, perhaps, from the want of the 
money. Of course, they ruin their constitu- 
tions, undermine their physical strength and 
grow old before they are young, but 
they, in some instances, could not live 
at aliif thev did not get the work. As for 
education, mental culiure or ease, that is all 
Greek tothem. Their parents, in most cases 
were toilers themselves, and had no time to 
waste on such subjects. The fact that the 
children begin to work, sometimes 
AS EARLY AS SIX YEARS OF AGE 
shows that they could not learn from anybody 
else. They lead a hard life, and the people, 
who are educated know nothing at all of it. 
Atthe chair factories large numbers of 
boys are emploved. Here the surroundings 
are more healthful, butthere is an offset to 
this. The boys,in many cases, attend dan- 
gerous machinery. Now and then an acci- 
dent happens; a boy loses a legoran arm, 
and thatis ali there is to it. The public 
glance over the account ofthe accident in the 
apers, and sympathetic people. say, 
‘Lost his leg, poor fellow. Oh, how terrible!” 
Nothing more is ever thought aboutit. The

Anything better 
than this is so much above them that they 
cannotfathomit. Ifthe girls,as they grow 
colder, walk out on Sunday, they see other 
irls, not a whit prettier than theyare, better 
ressed, rosier and happier than they. As 
they come home at night they meet throngs 
of well-dressed people going to all kinds of

amusements. Js it any wonder if some 
of them at last begin to 
find out that there are easy 


ways, from one standpoint, to wear good 
clothes, even without working. And when 
they discover this itis extremely wonderful 
that more of them do nottry the method.

In fact, from the Czar down the Russian Gov- 
ernment looks on regicide as the very sanest 
of crimes, and the rest of the world is largely 
at one with them in this opinion. 


QUEEN VICIORIA. 

THE attempted assassination of Queen VIC- 
TORIA naturally draws attention to her reign, 
which is exceptional in many respects, and 
to her character, public and private. She 
will, on the 23d of June next, have occupied 
the throne forty-five years—ionger than any 
predecessor, except her grandfather, GEORGE 
Iil., whose term, including ten years of re- 
gency made necessary by his insanity, was 
sixty years. She has already exceeded by four 
months the term of ELIZABETH. There is no 
sovereign now living who was a sovereign 
when she became one. Royalty is always 
lonely, but her loneliness is deepened by the 
factthat allthe crowned heads whom she 
knew in early life are now low in the grave. 
The Europe of 1837 is not the Europe of 1882, 
even in its political boundaries, to say nothing 
of its « political ideas. Its map has 
undergone some important changes. France 
has lost two of its finest provinces; Den- 
mark has lost two important duchies; Ger- 
many nas arisen from a weak confederation 
intoa mighty empire, and Italy, throwing 
off alike the Austrian and the Papal yoke, 
has arisen into a united and powerful king- 
dom. Thrones temporal and spiritual have 
been rudely shaken during these forty-five 
years, and that VICTORIA4’s has stood firm is 
due, in nosmall measure, to her own good 
sense. Nota brilliant woman in any respect 
—the BRUNSWICKS are at best but a dull 
race—she has that wisdom which, for one in 
her position, is vastly better than brilliancy; 
wisdom to know just how far to go, and just 
when and where tostop. She is so much 
superior in s0 many waystothe other mem- 
bers of the Hanoverian dynasty that they look 
very contemptibie in comparison. GEORGE 
I. was a German,and never forgot it or wanted 
to forget it, and his nationality was not im- 
proved, in English estimation, by the 
ugly and hungry mistresses whom he 
brought with him. GrorGE II. was a pep- 
pery edition ofhis father, slightly revised 
and improved. GEORGE III. had clean morals 
and a kind heart and would have made a very 
respectable country ’squire. His ignorance 
and obstinacy cost England dearly, but we may 
thank him for them, as they gave us freedom 
and nationality. GEORGE IV., “the first gen- 
tleman in Europe,’’ was as fine a specimen of 
the royal blackguard as ever wore the pur- 
ple. WILLIAM IV. was a bluff and jolly sailor 
who never got rid of the flavor of salt water 
and contributed nothing to history and hu- 
manity except Mrs. JORDAN and half a dozen 
illegitimate children. 

Vicrorrm has brought to the house of 
Brunswick the decency and dignity itso 
much lacked. If not a great queen she has 
been athoroughlyjgood one. As maid, wife 
or widow no breath of scandal has sullied her 
fame. She has been pure herself and kept al 
her surroundings pure. If some of her sons 
have at times been disposed to feebly copy the 
peculiar sins of GEORGE IV. they alone, 
and not their mother, are responsible;and it 
is her influence, as much perhaps as anything 
else, which has worked their reformation. 
A’model of all the domestic virtues—“to 
which,” as THACKERARY said when he lec- 
tured in St. Louis, *‘*we are ail proud to be 
loyal—"’she has set an example which 
women in the highest and the lowest station 
may well imitate. An ultra conservative, as 
sovereigns natu rally must be, she has rarely 
allowed her conservatism to show itself in 
an objectionable manner, and never to inter- 
fere with the plainly expressed will of the 
people. From the verdict of Parliament she 
has never appealed, and though! it was 
doubtless the bitterest of pills to dismiss 
BEACONSFIELD and receive GLADSTONE, 
she accepted the inevitable gracefully, and 
gave criticism no food to feed upon. In short, 
VICTORIA has been just the kind of a queen 
a monarchy which is almost a republic in all 


but the name ought to have. She 
has faults and follies, but they are 
few and small and perfectly harmless, 


while her respectable qualities are numerous 
and pronounced. Had she fallena victim to 
the assassin, her death would have been la- 
mented the world over, and nowhere more 
sincerely than in the land her grandfather lost. 
Always the friend of Americ1, Americans will 
rejoice with the Englishmen that England’s 
queen has been spared to prolong a reign 
which has thus far been exceptionaily happy 
and glorious—mainly because she only reigns 
nominally and never attempts to govern at all.

Of course, no sane man would think of 
comparing the Globe-Democrat with the Pe- 
publican astancwspaper.

At the 
same time the enormous development of news

systems has put all morning papers behind 
in point of giving the news quickly. Modern 


progress has reached a point where morning 


papers can sit with their hands folded and 
reap the harvest of news gathered by ener- 
getic and enterprising afternoon dailies. All 
morning papers are compeiled from the 
natur® of things to wait at least twelve hours 
idly—wait till part of the day and the whole 


of the night has passed, simply to reprint the 


news already given the afternoon before. The 
great advantage of the afternoon paper is 
that it does not have to wait for a whole night 
to pass, but can print the news of the day at 
once, on the spot, as it were. 

Take for instance the news of the attempt 
upon Queen VICTORIA’Ss life. It was réceived 
yesterday inthe Post-DISPATCH oftice ata 
quarter past two in the afternoon, and the 
paper bearing the intelligence was on the 
streets a little after three, The same informa- 
tion was received in London at half past six 
in the evening—four hours later by clock 
time than in St. Louis. The Post-DISPATCH 
had the first account of almost every 
important piece of news which has hap- 
pened throughout the -world for the past 
year. When President GARFIELD was stricken 
down it was the Post-Disratcn whieh first 
gave the details to St. Louis. Our record of 
scoops is sucha long one that space wiil not 
permit an extended review. But take the 
last few weeks as a sample. The affirma- 
tion of the KRING case by the Supreme Court 
of Missouri and the subsequent stay granted 
by Judge MILLER were copied into the morn- 
ing papers out of the POST-DISPATCH. As 
we print no Surdzy paper wedid not give 
the DORRIss murder first, but our issue 
of Monday promptly accounted for the 
missing accomplice Pat McGrew. The 
great New York fire, and the consequent loss 
of life at the POTTER building were clipped 
from these columns into those: of our con- 
temporaries. The same may be said of the 
great verdict against GUITEAU and the death 
sentence by Judge Cox. The RYAN-SULLIVAN 
prize-fight was astory twelve hours old to 
St. Louis readers when the morning 
papers printed their accounts. The murder 
of i. H. HUNTER at Creve Caur, the sensa- 
tional hanging of JAMES G. ALLEN in Penn- 
syivania, and the terrible explosion at Chester 
in that State, the panic on ’Change, the fail- 
ure of its President and the explosion of the 
Vulcan Iron Worksin Carondelet, all were 
first chronicled in the Post-DiIspatcn. The 
decisions rendered by Judge MILLERin the 
Express Companies’ suits andinthe Hanni- 
bal and St. Joe bond case were printed firstin 
the afternoon. CONKLING’S nomination tothe 
Supreme Bench and SARGENT’S nomination 
to Berlin were given by us fifteen hours 
ahead of our competitors. Our issue yester- 
day published the confirmation of both these 
gentlemen by the Senate, the same informa- 
tion being conveyed by the other papers this 
morning. Toputthe matter roundly, nota 
single good piece of news has been missed by 
this paper for a year past, and in some in- 
stances our accounts have been used bodily 
and without addition by the morning papers. 

When the Globe-Democrat printed BLALNE’s 
eulogy on GARFIELD on the morning of the 
day upon which we had announced to give it 
to our readers we gracefully acknowledged 
our defeat. It was high time for our highly 
esteemed contemporary the Globe-Democrat 
to print some news in advance of the Post- 


DisrPaTCH. The balance is still strongly 
in our favor. But as to the JQe- 
publican, we never think of that as 


a newspaper. It is more of a weekly 
published by mistake every day—and 
rather a weak weekly at that—than any daily 
paper of pretention we know of. It usually 
lags froma day toa week behind both the 
PostT-DISPATCH and the Globe-Demnocrat. 
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MR. CONKLING is now confirmed, and can 
take his seat on the Supreme Bench, but it is 
still uncertain whether he will do so. It 
would not follow, however, that he neces- 
sarily would have to give up all iuterest in 
party politics by accepting the Supreme 
Judgeship.

The learned and up- 
right Samuel Nelson is another example of the 
same kind. He morethban once struggled to 
get a nomination for Senator in Congress in 
the iegislative caucus at Albany when a Judge 
of the United States Supreme Court. While 
sitting by his side, John McLean of Ohio and 
and Levi Woodbury of New Hampshire, were 
formidable candidates for.a Presidential nom- 
ination in the national conventions of their 
parties. Smith Thompson, a Judgeof the 
same court, ran for Governor of New York, In 
our own day we know that Chief Judge San- 
ford E. Church of the Court of Appeais did 
not deem it incompatible with his judicial 
duties to seek to be Governor and Senator in 
Congress.

The Tribunal Recommends that 
Saloons Pay a License 
of $1,000.

Hoodlumism and the Defects in the Law 
—A Brief Report—Indictments 
Returned. 


At noon to-day the grand jury for the Jauu- 
ary term of the Criminal Court, made a final 
report ofthe work done duringjthe long ses- 
sion. The jury was composed of the following 
named gentlemen: Isaac G. Baker, 
foreman, Redmond Cleary, Julius C. Birge, 
Leigh O. Knapp, Fred. W. Kefferstein, 
Charles H. Sempie,John M. Gilkeson,Charles 
Speck, J. Will Boyd, John J. Daly, William 
H. Thompson, and Howard Blossom, secre- 


tary. The report was expected to 
be a long document, as the ses- 
sion has been a long one, giving 


the jury ample time to thoroughly investi- 
gate the matters called to its attention, but 
only covered three pages of legal cap. It 
was as follows: : 
To the Hon. Henry D. Laughlin, Judge of 
the St. Louis Criminal Court: 
The grand jury has visited the public insti- 
tutions and believes their management cred- 


itable to the city. But we found 
certain features offensive to de- 
cency at the Wors-house and _  rec- 
Ommend that the same be _ corrected. 


We found so many insane persons confined 
at the asylum as to leave no room for more, 
and quite anumber have been transferred to 
the Poor-house as a matter of necessity, there- 
by also crowding the latter institution with 
inmates not properly belonging there. 

The grand jury, after completing the work 
assigned to it, has foundthat much of 

THE HOODLUMISM, 

so called, that disgraces this city, is directly 
chargeable to cheap saloons, which a low- 
lieense system nas made possible, and in 
which vice and poverty go hand in hand. We 


therefore recommend that the law 
be 80 amended that no  dram- 
shop license will be issued 


for less than $1,000 per annum for such a 
saloon; that not more than one saloon be per- 
mitted on any biock, and that the selling of 
intoxicating liquors to minors shall cause a 
forfeiture of the license. 

We believe the law as now exist- 
ing, which limits the punishment 
of boys and girls under the age of 18 years to 
a maximum penalty of one year in jail— 
with two exceptions, one of which is prac- 
tically nullified by that sympathy for youth 
whica is characteristic of bumanitvy—is based 
on erroneous printiples, and the same 
should be amended to conform to the 
law formerly in force. We have creditable 
information that boys under18 years of age 
are employed and educated by older crimi- 
nals to steal and commit other crimes, while 
the older criminals dispose of- the stolen 
property thus obtained, and thus, in many 
cases, avoid punishment for crimes com- 
mitted. 

We believe thatthe principle that boys be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 18 years are not 
mentally or morally responsibie for their acts 
is an egregious error and we point to 


the hoodlumism in _ this er | which 
has peen manifested since the 
change in the law {as a convincing 


and practical illustration of the folly of legis- 
lation which, while making laws for the sup- 
pression of crime, opens so wide and 80 in- 
vitingly the doors of a school so vicious to 
such apt scholars.

FAILURES OF THE WEEK. 


The Uncertainty of Trade—Prospects 
For the Spring Opening. 

NEW YORK, March 3.—R. G. Dun & Co., 
of the Mercantile Agency, report business 
failures for the week throughout the country 
137, against 128 last week. The Eastern States 
furnished 11; Western, 45; Southern, 39; 
Middle, 29; Pacific Coast and Territories, 6, 
and New York City, 7. Ina the city of New 
York the most important failure is that of 
Cazade, Crooks & Reynaud, who have liabili- 
ties of several hundred thousand dollars, 
mostly abroad. This disaster is said to have 
been caused remotely by the collapse of the 


Union Generale, cf Paris, and the contraction 
of continental banking facilities resulting 
therefrom. ! 

The decline inthe volume of business is 
owing to devastating floods in the Southwest, 
and several important failures have com- 
bined to cause a feeling of apprehension as 
to the healthfulness of trade generally. Large 
losses arising from hazardpus speculation 
and resulting in deciines in values contrip- 
uted to the feeling of uncertainty, and the 
week has nov been a very comfortiny one to 
the trading community at large. Neverthe- 
less, there are no indications that the legiti- 
mate trade of the countryis less safe than 
before or that the _ ability to absorb 
cousume and pay for all goods purchased : 
need be questioned. The reports as to cro 
in the West and Northwest are unanimously 
“gem and the spring demand for merchandise 
s opening up very satisfactorily.

Honors Paid by the Bar to Judge Treat 
in the U. S. Court. 


The twenty-tifth anniversary of Juage 


Treat’s service on the Federal District bench | 


was reached this morning. As previously 
announced in the POstT-DISPATCH, Judge 
Treat positively declined the compliment of a 
banquet and requested that the business 
of the court would not be 


interrupted by any special ceremonial 
notice of the occasion on the part of the bar. 
Thecommittee of the attorneys contemplat- 
ing a flitting celebration of the anniversary 
therefore published a notice to the effect that 


no gathering’ of the bar would 
be necessary. Nevertheless, the Fed- 
eral Court-room was well filled this 


morning at eleven o’clock when Judge 
Treat stepped on the bench. His chambers 
were adorned with some beautiful floral com- 
pliments, tokens of respect and esteem on the 
part of Clerk Joseph H. Clark, Mr. Jordan, 
and the officers of the courts, Circuit and 
District. The officers’ offering wasin the form 
of an easel, upon which was placed a large 
basket of flowers surrounded by acornucopia 
of roses, the years 1857 and 1882 being pret- 
tily worked out in white flowers. Among 
the notable faces in front of the bench were 
Chancellor Eliot, of Washington University, |

Progress of the Panama Canal. 
From the €pringfield Republican. 

The building of the Panama canal hospital 
at Aspinwall is an ominous sign, but, in view 
ofthe fact that seventy-eight canal officers 
and over 1,000 men have died there up to 
date, it would seem that not only a hospital, 
buta large cemetery,a gang of sextons, a 
corps of ministers and a well-appointed cof- 
finfactory were needed. The frightful rate 
of mortality among the laborers does not ap- 
pear to distress the company seriously, but it 
denies the loss of seventy-eight officers. 
However, Dr. Corovalles, surgeon to the for- 
eign hospital, swears to the truth of the fig- 
ures, and a consular certificate, with the 
data sworn to, corroborates them. Nota 
shovel of dirt has yet been taken from the 
canal proper; and, since so many men 
have died in the preliminary work, the es- 
timate by a manon the spot that 20,000 will 
be killed pefore the canal is finished does 
not seem to be extravagant. ‘The French 
excavating machines have proved even less 
efficient than the Jamaica necroes and their 
shovels, who, working for France and 10 
cénts an hour, have such an annoying way of 
dropping off. So the canal company has 
contracted with an American firm to exca- 
rate 6,000,000 cubic meters through the 
swamps from Aspinwall to Gatun, fat the 
rate of 30 cents a meter. It will take six 
months to build the first excavator, and dig- 
ging can hardiy begin until late in the year. 
This Aspinwall country where more than 
1,500 lives were lost when the Panama railroad 
was being built, is the delightful resort for 
invalids to which De Lesseps would send his 
family if they wereill. In the face of historv 
and doctors he has always maintained that 
Panama was healthful and has shown con- 
siderable indignation and scorn when any one 
ventured to call up a fact about Panama 
fever—yellow fever under another name. 
Hundreds of men have landed at Asjinwall 
in vigorous health, only to fall within a few 
weeks, victims of the dreaded fever. Two 
months ago thirty Belgian mechanics went 
there to setthe French excavators at work, 
but eighteen of them bave died and the others 
are leaving as fast as they can. Most of the 
workmen, it is reported, would turn their 
backs on De Lesseps’ beginning if they had 
the means, but they came without money 
and cannot get away.

AT A SPANKING GAIT. 


A Slorse-Fancter’s Opinion of Fast 
Trotting Teanis. 
From the New York Herald. 


Meeting Mr. F. Work yesterday afternoon, 
conversation naturally turned to the merits 
of his own horses and those of other gentle- 
men who are noted for having the fastest that 
can be produced in the land. Mr. Work said 
he thought he owned the best, and was sure 
that his team had made the best performance. 
notwithstanding the decision of the National 
Trotting Association on a technieality, bY 
which Mr. Vanderbilt’s team was given a 
record, and the gentleman explained the 
reasons for his opinions in the follow- 
ing manner: Mr. Work stated that when 
Dan Mace drove his team to beat 2:26, it was 
toMr. Work’s road wagon, weighing 165 
pounds, Dan’s weight then oo 148 pounds, 
bésides which the horses wore their regular 
road harness, with coliar and hames, and 
heavy blankets and a l!arge wrench were in 
the wagon: and that when he finished the 
mile the time was given out by Duna Walton 
and eight others as 2:19, while two persons 
made it 2:20.. Now, Mr. Work considers this 

erformance much better than that made by 
Mr. Vanderbiit’s team when they trotted in 
the reported time of 2:20, as Mr. Vanderbiit’s 
wagon only weighed 106 pounds, 
Dan. Mace 143 pounds, with 7 pounds 
of lead to make him of the fregulation 
trotting weight, which all told amounted to 
but.256 pounds, while the weight of wagon 
and driver behind Mr. Work’s team was 323 
pounds, the former having an advaatage of 67 
pounds. And, continued Mr. Work, as to the 
matter of time claimed by Mr. Vanderbilt, 
there is some doubt about that, as Mr. 
Gillender, -Mr. Turnbull and Smith 
Burr were chosen to judge the  per- 
formance; that when the team finished 
the mile Mr. Turnbull made the time 2:201-5; 
Mr. Burr made the same time, and that then 
Mr. Gillender said he did not make the time 
as fast as the other gentlemen had made it. 
Mr. Work feels certain that his team’s per- 
formance was much better than that of Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s, and many other gentlemen who 
witnessed both performances are of the same 
opinion, and, therefore, his horses are entitled 
toarecord as much as Mr. Vanderopilt’s. 
Mr. Work was then asked the following 
questions: 

‘““‘What ao you think of Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
idea that he can drive Maud S. and one of his 
other horsvs together as a team ?”’ 

“Mr. Vanderbilt has a right to indulge in 
any fancy he may think proper in regard to 
the future; but my opinion is,and I think it fs 
also that of every experienced horseman, that 
Maud S. will not mate well with either Ly- 
sander, W. H., or Small Hopes, and to think 
that she will be a match for them on the road, 
either double or single, is an absurdity, And, 
furthermore, I do not care how fast Mr. Van- 
derbilt may have two horses, it is a proble- 
matical question how they may trot double. 
Though ever so fast, it is a very serious ques- 
tion whether they may make a pole team.” 

“Do you think Mr. Vanderbilt can bitch 
Maud S. with any of his present horses and 
beat his faet performance?’ 

“T certainiv think be cannot; but should 
Meud 8. preve to be a pole horse, and he can 
find another one possessing her speed that is 
also a pole horse, then bis prediction of 
wiping out the time for double teams may be 
accomplished, but not before.” 

‘“Ilow fast can your horses Edward and 
Dick Swiveller trot singly ?’’ 

‘‘In response to that question I will say 
that E.iward has a record of 2:18, and in the 
jast race that he trotted in Providence, Mr. 
flarker, Mr. Vanderbilt’s friend, and several 
others timed Edward in 2:17. He was then 6 
vears old. Dick Swiveiler has a record of

Inthe WhiterHouse hang only three por- 
traits of the ladies Who have reigned there,

For many years, per- 
haps ever since the White House was built,an 
exquisite portrait of Martha Washington has 
hung inthe eastroom. It is of extraordina- 
ry beauty, and by some happy inspiration of 
the painter (Stuart, I believe), it has an air 
of grandeur about it thatis seldom conveyed 
to canvas. She was, in truth, s baughty and
